HARRY GOLD, in signed statement furnished on July 10> 1950, 
gave supplemental details re his. meetings with EuTL JULIUS KLAUS

GOLD said 
he learned from "JOHN" at a meeting in Philadelphia early in 
January 19k5 that FUCHS was in Cambridge. GOLD said upon instruc- 
tions from "JOHN" he went to Cambridge to meet FUCHS. At this 
meeting in the HEINEMAN home FUCHS told GOLD he worked at an 
atomic energy experimental station in Los Alamos, New Mexico. 
Arrangements were made for a subsequent meeting in Santa Fe, 

New Mexico for early June of 191*5. GOLD said at this meeting 
in Cambridge, offered FUCHS $1500,00 but FUCKS declined. GOLD 
said in early June of 19h$ he met FUCHS in Santa Fe as previously 
■ arranged. Arrangements were also made for a second meeting in 
Santa Fe for September of 191*5* GOLD received information from 
FUCHS at both meetings in Santa Fe for transmittal to the Soviets. 

GOLD delivered the information to "JOHN" in New York City on both 
occasions. During the- various meetings with FUCHS in New York City 
GOLD said he received, in addition to written material, some verbal 
information which GOLD wrote up and delivered to "JOHN." GOLD also 
said that on one occasion "JOHN" gave him a number of questions relat- 
ing to atomic energy to bo asked of FUCHS. FUCHS seemed to take 
offense at these questions and said he had already covered all those 
questions. GOLD, in interviews conducted on July 18 and 19, 1950, 
said he accepted money from "JOHN" to cover his espionage activities 
expenses. Information relative to GOLD'S financial activities was 
furnished by reliable confidential informants. In late 19l*3, GOLD 
said his Russian contact, SELEEN M. SEMENOV, told him he had been 
awarded the Order of the Red Star for his outstanding work for the 
Soviets. GOLD said he did not receive me dal or award for security 
reasons. GOLD says he told the following persons that he received 
this award, ABRAHAM BROTHMAN, THOiiAS L. BLACK and PHILIP LEVINE.

On July 10, 195Q HARRY GOLD furnished the following supplemental 
signed statement concerning his meetings irith EMIL JULIUS KLAUiSFUCHS to SAs T* 
SCOTT MILLIE, JR. and RICHARD E. HtENNAN* ^ tsihll \ f\Q> c J"p 

n I, HARRY GOLDj hereby make the following voluntary 
statement to T. SCOTT MILLER, JR., and RICKARD F. BRENNAN, 
who have identified themselves to me as Special Agents of / 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. No threats or 
promises have been made me, and I realize that I do not 
have to make any statement, and any statement I do make 
may be used against me in a Court of Law. I realize that 
I have a right to counsel. 


"I would like to add the follovd.ng to the statement 
which I gave the above Agents on May 22, 1950. The 
mattery concerns an elaboration on my various meetings with 

klau^Jfuchs. 

"The first meeting took place in late January or very- 
early February 19LL, and was at the Henry Street settlement 
on the East side of New York. 


"The second meeting, and I had set the place, and 
the time had been agreed upon mutually by KLAUS and 
myself, was on the Northwest comer of 59th Street and 
Lexington Avenue; this was about ten days to two weeks 
after our initial contact. The comer I have specified 
has a bank with very tall colonnades, and there is a 
subway entrance in the bank building itself. I met 
KLAUS directly unuer one of the first colonnades, or 
possibly along 59th Street on the South side of the bank. 

TTe walked in the general direction of the Queensboro Bridge, 
the intention in ray mind being that we would walk across 
the. bridge and into Queens itself. However, this bridge 
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was closed to foot traffic during this period, and 
instead we walked along 1st Avenue, North of the bridge# 

We may have walked as far North as 75th Street, and we may 
have gone back to 2nd Avenue, end very likely we made at 
least several passages on the dark deserted streets 
between 1st Avenue and 2nd, between 55th Street and 
70th Street,

/ ntfy recollection of the third meeting wit h KARL 
JFUCHS - - It occurred in March of 19ltlu I recall this 
*~S^.early, it was still quite cold and vq both wore 
ovfcrcoats. This took place on Madison Avenue in the 
70' s, and we immediately turned into one of the dark 
deserted side streets toward 5th, and the transfer of 
information took place there. The whole affair took 
possibly 30 seconds nr one minute, and I immediately 
walked ahead of KLAUS and down 5th Avenue toward 
75th Street and 6th Avenue, wh^ro approximately 15 
minutes later I turned 6ver~ tho information to JOHN. \ 
Here again the meeting was one of the briefest 
possible duration, possibly a minute or so. 


•The fourth meeting with KLAUS FUCHS took place in 
the Bronx of New York, and was in frontTof a large 
movie theater on the Grand Concourse near Fordham 
Road, but not quite that far. 

"We went for a walk partly along the Grand Concourse, 
but usually on the side streets, during which time we 
discussed the next meeting which was to be at Queens, 
and at which a second transfer of information was to 
take place, and the exact details were arranged. 

After* this I took KLAUS to dinner, it was a wet and 
somewhat chilled night for April, and as I recall, 
he had a bad cough, and I did not wish to expose him 
to the elements any more than was nebeeeiafy. This Whole 
procedure of going to dinner in a restaurant was _ 
against anything that we had previously set forth as 
a matter of technique of meeting, but I felt that the 
circumstances justified such a deviation from the 
rules. We had a dinner at which we discussed a number 
of matters, including music and chess. It was also at 
this dinner that we agreed that should either of us ever 
be questioned as to how we happened to meet, that the 
story would be that we had met at one of the New York 
Philharmonic's concerts sometime in March of l?iUi, and 'in 
Carnegie Hall; the idea v/as that we had had adjacent - " 
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seats and had talked together in the lobby during the 
intermission. Also, there was the idea that at a 
subsequent time I would go to the files of x. New York 
paper, most likely the New York Sun, and I believe OHA/i- 
mentioned this paper to KLAUS, and would look up the 'V 
date of such a concert and would determine what numbers-- 
or what musical selections had been on the program, I 
would then give KLAUS a list of the musical selections 
so that we would both be familiar with the program were 
we questioned. The restaurant to which I took KLAUS 
to d4gner was called Rosenhein's, and is adjacent 
to Alexanders Department Store on Fordham Hoad and the 
Grand Concourse, After we had dinner and emerged from 
Rosenhein's — the weather was still nasty — I recall 
a cold drizzle was falling, wo took a cab and went 
downtown to the neighborhood of the 80' s and Madison' 
Avenue. There is some possibility that it may have 
been the 90* s and Lexington Avenue, We went into a 
small bar which also contained tables, and sat at one 
of these tables and had several drinks. Vie then left 
the bar and I put KL.US in a cab, I now recall that 
the reason for KLAUS taking the cab was that he lived 
on the other side of Manhattan, and direct public 
transportation through Central ^ark late at night is 
very difficult. After KLAUS's cab had departed I waited 
for a few moments until an empty cab came along, and 
took this to the Pennsylvania* Station and then took the 
next train to Philadelphia. 

"My fifth meeting with KLAUS FUCHS t ook place in 
May of 19UU, and was in Queens, not too far from 
Queensboro Plaza. I recall the event clearly because 
I got Iftst in the neighborhood of Queens' Plaza and 
had to take a cab for a distance of about a half a 
mile until I came to the spot I had. indicated to 
KLAUS FUCHS . I was possibly two or. three minutes 
latej he was already there. On this occasion FUCKS 
gave me the second packet of information, again 
consisting of some 25 to LiO pages. The total time 
of the meeting was not over three or four minutes, and 
after I left himy' - I walked rapidly further out in 
Queens, and then took an elevated train some distance 
further, possibly a ten minute ride. After leaving the 
elevated I was in the general area where I was to meet' 
JQ HN- 1 still had about five minutes to wait and 
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and I recall stopping near a drug store, and taking a 
glimpse at the information that KL'.US had turned over 
to me* This was in a very small but distinctive writing;' 
it was in ink, and consisted mainly of mathematical 
derivations. There was also further along in the report 
a good deal of descriptive detail. I did not look at the 
report for much more than two minutes at the most. 

About five minutes after this I went to the place whore I 
was to meet JOHN, this was somewhere between TToodside and 
Jackson Heights, and somewhere close to the elevated line 
which runs out Queens and ends in Flushing; there 1 
turned over the information to JOHN. The total time of V 

transfer was not more than one minute with hardly a word 
said. The time of tfcc meeting with KL..US was about 
7:00 o'clock in the evening, possibly somewhat earlier. 

The time of the meeting with JOHN was about 7s 30. As I recall, 
it was dark or certainly very early evening when I met JOHN, 
but this may have been duo to the fact that the entire day 
was heavily overcast. 


"The sixth meeting wit h KL'.US FUCKS o ccurred in 
Brooklyn, end it was somewhere in the area of Boro Hall. 
This was in June, 19UU. 


"During this meeting I recall that ZHgiiS told 

me that there was some possibility that this sister who 
lived in Cambridge, Massachusetts, he did not give me her 
name, however, might come to New York. He explained to 
me that his sister was married and had two children, and 
that she was having great difficulty with her husband and 
that she was fully intending to leave her husbcrl and come 
to New York. Should this occur, KL'.US told me that he would 
like very much to be able to share an apartment with his 
sister. I gathered that ho and his sistc-r wore very close 
to each other and also the fact that KL'.US was extremely 
fond of the children. KL'.US told me that he brought up 
the matter because ho first wanted me to inquire of my 
superior whether such an action would bo all right. 

I said that I would make the inquiry. This conversation 
took place while we were walking away from Boro Hall 
and further into Brooklyn, 1 recall clearly that after 
this meeting I met JQKN^ on the very same evening. The 
meeting with KL'.US took place at about 8r30 and lasted for 
possibly half to three quarters of an hour, possibly even 
an hour, so that I met JOHN sometime about 9:00. 
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"There may have been during this meeting with _JOHN 
and the just completed one with KL.U5 FUCKS, some fonnsff 
of information from KL.US to me and then from mysiHM'/tjb// 
JOHNl however, I do not clearly recall such an event, 
do not recall much of the subject of my conversation 
wit h JOHN, except that he was extremely satisfied with 
the way that things were going and that he left me after 
a very brief meeting of possibly five to ten minutes. 

It is this briefness of the meeting with JOHN that 
makes me think that there may have been some transfer 
of information. 


’•The seventh meeting with KL.US 7UCHS occurred in 
either very late Juno, but iriost iiKely" in early July of 
19hh . This took place near an Art Museum In the 80*s, and 
on the West side of 5th Avenue. Y/o went for a long walk, 
almost entirely in Central. Park and in the many winding 
road 3 and. small paths leading through the park itself. 

This meeting took at least an hour and a half and was 
a very leisurely one. 


"During this walk KL.US told me that there was some 
possibility that later in the year or early the next year 
that he would be transferred somewhere to the Southwest. 

He thought that possibly this would bo Mexico. He also 
told me at this time that his brother, GSRUJID, was now 
in Switzerland and was convalescing as a result of having 
been only recently released from a German concentration 
carp, I gathered from the conversation that G3RKARD was 
of the same political conviction as KJiAIiS-^USiiE. I also 
told KL.US that it would be perfectly all right, should 
his sistor come to New York, for him to take an apartment 
along with her and the children. Actually, I had not 
mentioned the matter to JOHN at all, but had taken it upon 
myself to tell KL.US tha-t such a proceeding was Q.K. 


"The ei ghth meet ing- was to take place in Brooklyn and 
was to be in about two weeks, possibly three, after the 
meeting in Central Park in Julyj this would place it about 
the end of July 19U1*. The meeting was to occur in front 
of the Bell Cinema., which is just off the iiastem Parkway 
in Brooklyn and very close to the Brooklyn Museum of Art, . 
only it is on the opposite side of the Parkway from the X 
Museum, This meeting did not take place, nor did a • / 

subsequent one which had been scheduled for such an 
eventuality, on Central Park west, and somewhere about 
96th Street and possibly somewhat above 96th. 
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"On the second occasion I became very worried, particularly 
since the area is very close to a section of New York whore ... 
"muggings" often occur, and also the fact that KL..US was -of 
\ i __ slight build and might seem an inviting prey. I would 
rinn.irtYcfcmM 1 like to emphasize that neither the meeting at the Bell Cinema 
^ B roo kiyri, nor the one on Central Park West, about 96th 
K Street, occurred because of the fact that KL.'TIS FUCKS, did 

/ \ not show up - - I was there on both occasions. 


"When I reported the fact of the second unsuccessful 
attempt with KLAUS FUCHS to JOHN , we held a very long ... X 

discussion lasting possibly two hours, in which we speculated 
upon just what the difficulty might be. Our principal 
trouble was to decide whether KLAUS, for some reason was 
unable to keep the ucetings, if he was still in Now York, 
or whether he had actually left Now York. 


"On the occasion of my next meeting with JOHN , which 
was in, I believe, very late August of 19UU, the following 
events occurred: 

"This meeting took place on a very early Sunday morning, 
I would say about 3:30 to 9:00 o'clock, md it occurred in 
downtown New York floor 7; ashing ton Square. At this time s 

JOHN, told me that he had ascertained the address of jALUJj_ 
FUCHS, end that I should, that very morning, make inquiry 
at that address as to whether SLABS was there. Toward 
this end I went some distance up town and in one of the 
railroad stations I purchased a book called "JOSiPK THE 
PROVIDER" which had recently been published and had 
been written by THOMAS IL’Jffi. Cn the inside cqrcr of this 
book I Txrinted very legibly the following, "K.jwUCHS, f**- 
128 West 77th Street, New York, N. Y." which address 
JOHN had given me. It was this book that I took with 
me to the address given. I recall the appearance of the 
building very well. It was son o sort of white stone 
and looked newer and better kort than the other buildings 
on the same block. It was, as I recall, about a four-story 
dwelling, used as an apartment house. This building was 
on the South side of the Street. I looked around outside 
the building, and down a very short flight of steps, and 
just to the side of the door leading into the building 
was an old man whom I took to be a janitor j he was handling 
some rubbish from the apartment house. I believe that 
I made an inquiry of him as to whether 1 KL..US FU0K5 lived 
there, but he appeared somewhat puzzled by ray question, - 
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I then opened the door and went into the vestibule. 

There may have been a very short flight of steps leading . 
up to the vestibule. There to my gratification, above - 
the nameplates, I saw one reading. "Dr. KL'US FUCHS*', 
though it might have read, "Dr. K. FUCHS. " I pressed 
the buzzer, but there was no answer, and finally I 
opened the door leading from the vestibule into the 
main hall; this door was unlocked. I went into the 
main hall, along the first floor, looking for the 
apartment which as I recall had been given alongside 
the nameplate as being 1-E or IF, (there is some 
possibility that it may have been 1-D). As I walked 
along the vestibule a door opened, cither in the very 
apartment where KL.US was supposed to live or possibly v 
in the one alongside, it, and an old woman looked out. nc 
..I so at that time there came behind me the janitor. • 

I asked the woman for the apartment of Dr. FUCHS, and 
at this time the janitor joined in the conversation. 

I can not recall clearly whether it was he or sho who 
told mo that Dr, FUCHS was no longer there* On 
further questioning, when I asked how I could get in 
touch with him, they said that they did not think 
that I could; that he had left town for "somewhere v 
on a boat." I then explained to them that I was a 
friend of Dr, FUCHS and that I had merely wanted to 
retum this book which ho had loaned to mo, I did not 1 
deem it wise to make any further inquiries at 128 West 
77th Street, but I do recall the janitor and the woman, 
who I believe was his wife, talking as I left, 

"Later that morning, and somewhere between 10:00 and 
11:00 o'clock, possibly closer to 11:00, I met JOHN on 
Broadway, somewhere around 96th and Broadway, and"possibly 
further up. on Broadway and very close to Columbia University. 

I toldjJQfff about the results of my investigation and 
we held a. long discussion, principally while walking 
along Riverside Drivo and in the area of the 90's, We 
talked at great length as to how wc might possibly send 
a letter or communication to the 77th Street address with the 
hone that it would be forwarded to FUCHS, I believe that • ^ 
our conclusion was that such a procedure might be too . riskjr . 
as it might involve an awkward explanation oh KLAUS part 
to the authorities, who were very likely censoring all 
mail. After some further discussion the only conclusion 
we could come to, and the advice which JOHN, gave me, was V 
to "sit tight." ' 
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"On the occasion of a subsequent meeting in early 
September of 19Uii, we again discussed at iength the 
matter of getting in touch with KL/.U5 FUCHS , and it 
was there, I believe, that I mentioned the fact that 
FUCHS;.' had a sister who lived in Boston. Now it 
may be possible tha t JOHN .himself may have brought 
up the matter of FUCK’s sister. I believe this 
latter to be true, since I had not previously mentioned 
anything about FUCK' s sister to jJOHN. In any event, 

JOIN told me that he thought that there lay our best 
line of inquiry. 

"On the occasion of the next meeting, about the. 
middle of September, ^JQHN jtold mo with great glee that 
he had ascertained both the name and the whereabouts of 
FUCH»s sister. The nemo that he gave me was that of 
Mrs. ROBERWEINEM/II, and the address was merely Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. I do not recall JOHN having given me 
the street and number. 

"I went by coach on a Sunday in very late September to 
Boston, Massachusetts. I arrived there very early inr the 
evening and recall looking up the address of 
in the telephone directory. This was, as I recall, 

~l)])| Lakeview Street or Avenue, in Cambridge. I went to 
this address and the entire street was dark as well as the 
home where the HSINillAIIS lived. However, I knocked at the y 
door and a woman answered. I inquired for Mrs. RBINElli.N 
and the woman replied that the H2EI5M/-NS were still away 
on their vacation and were not expected back until sometime 
in October. I gathered somehow that the woman was a 
housekeeper or some sort. I believe that the woman wanted 
me to leave my name and address, but I think that I raoreJLy 
said that I would call again sometime in October and that 
the matter was not very important. I gave no indication 
that I was from out of town. 

"First I returned from Boston to Philadelphia, and 
then several days later I met JOHN in New York and told 
him about the results of my tr'TpI fie was highly pleased 
that we had succeeded in locating Mrs. KEETHvhA 7 , and we 
agreed that in October I would take another trip to ! ^ 
Cambridge. 
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’’This second trip to Cambridge occurred in either 
very late October or most likely in early November. 

Upon this occasion I took with me a piece of paper or 

a card inclosed in an envelope, and on this piece 

of paper were the following instructions: There was 

given the name of a man and a phono number. I believe that 

the first name began with a M J" and that the last name 

was something like "KAPLOUN", but I am not very certain on _ " 

this point at all. Also on the piece of paper was the 

information that KLAUS was to ceil the phone number given, 

any time - - on any morning between the hours of 8:00 

and 8:30, and was to give the following message: Merely 

to say, "I have arrived in Cambridge and will be here for 

many days.*' This message- was printed by me in 

engineering lettering, but the details were given to me 
bv JOHN. Also, the message was sealed in tho envelope. 

As I have said, I arrived in Cambridge early on a weekday 
morning and sometime in early November of 19Uu The 
reason for my making the trip during a weekday, and the 
reason for arriving in the morning, was the recollection 
I had of a warning from _J0KN t hat it would be inadvisable 
to be at the KEIfEA-N homo while ROBERT ' was there. 

The trip took place as I have indicated, and as it was V 

planned’. I arrived in Boston on a weekday morning early 
in November. I then wont directly to Cambridge, and at 
H|)] Lakeviow Avenue, walked up to the door and rang tho 
boll. A young woman appeared, somewhere in her very early 
3o’s, and I asked for Mrs. KEIElliAN. She said that she 
was Hrs. HEIN MAN. I told her that I was a friend of 
KLAUS FUCHS, and for a moment she seemed somewhat puzzled, 

Sid then she said, "Oh, yes, by any chance did you call 
sometime in September when we were away?" I said, "Yes, I am 
the man." I entered the house and stayed there for 
possibly half an hour, I noticed that there wore two 
children there, the oldest one a boy called STEVE, and 
I recall a very small child, and there is also some 
possibility of a third child, considerably younger than 
STEVE, whom I took to be about seven years of age, and 
this third child was a girl of about four. We spoke for 
some time about KLAUS, and Mrs* K2JEUA JJ said that she was 
very glad that he was now in the United States, since they 
were very close and KLAUS was very fond of the children. 

She may, at this time have indicated that at some prior time 
KLAUS visited Cambridge. I told her that I had met KL..US 
in New York, and that wc had become very firm friends, and 
that I just happened to be on business in tho Boston area - 
and had thought that I would stop by and inquire for him. 
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Mrs. HEINE?i.'U told me that KL'.US had been transferred 
somewhere in the Southwest United States, but that she 
expected him home about Christmas time. I believe that 
she indicated that she had received several letters from 
him. She said that she thought that he would certainly 
be home about Christmas, as he usually made a great 
event of bringing presents for the children. X told 
her that my plans for the future and my whereabouts 
were very uncertain, and in that eventuality I would 
leave a message for KLAUS which would tell him how best to 
get in touch with me. I then gave her the sealed envelope, 
and told her should KLAUS arrive, to give it to. him. 

"I then returned to Philadelphia, end some days sub- 
sequent, possibly a week or so later, reported the results 
of my trip to JOHN. ! At this time, I recall we made .an 
emergency arrangement whereby JOHN c ould get in touch with 
me should this other party, the one with the phone number 
in Manhattan, advise that FUCHS v;as now in Cambridge. 

This emergency arrangement, which would even at that have 
involved the passage of several days, was never used, and 
instead, in the first week in January 191+5, JOHN called mo 
shortly before 7i00 A.M., on a weekday moming, - "just as I 
was getting ready to leave for work; with some difficulty 
he described to mo the fact that he was in a gasoline station, 
near what I finally determined to be Oxford Circle section 
of Philadelphia. JOHN wanted to knov/ if I would come dorm 
there an meet him. I did so.- It was a very snowy morning, I 
recall it well, and JOHN was wot. We got on the car again 
and went down to the "terminal in Frankford, where JOHN 
told me that he had just the previous day received notification 
that FUCKS was now at Cambridge. He also told no at that 
time that the reason he had not used the emergency meeting 
was that ho had some other affairs to attend to vrhich would 
have taken him out of How York, and where he would have 
been unable to get, in touch with me. He then told me 
that I must, as soon as possible, arrange to go to Cambridge, 

I did so. I believe that I mot JOHN on a Tuesday or 
Vfodncsday, and that I arrived in Cambridge on most likely a 
Friday. I went directly to the K2Bi3L'-N home, this was in 
the morning, and y/hen I knocked I was admitted by, I believe, 
a servant girl. KL..US was there and welcomed me. Mrs, 

KSINSMAN left after a few minutes and excused herself, 
saying, "I have to pick up the children from the school," 

KLAUS asked mo to go upstairs with him to his room, which 
was the front one looking out on the street, and we sat 
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' there for possibly 1? or 20 minutcs> during which time the 
following took pieces KL'.US told me that he was located at 
an atomic energy experimental station which was called 
Los ;j.amos and which was located some 30 miles away from 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. He said that Los Alamos had once 
been a very exclusive boys’ school, and that there was 
nothing else in that area. The nearest habitation of 
any kind was Santa Fe. He told me that ho was getting 
alon^ very well there, but that ho was strictly limited 
in regard to being able to leave Los j.lamos. He said 
that it had only bean with the greatest difficulty and 
due to the fact that he had gotten a bit ahead on his 
work, as regards the rest of the group, that he had been 
able to wangle time ‘off to come to Cambridge* I had, 
previously, that is on the occasion of my meeting with 
J OHN in Philadelphia, been told of an arragnement which 
involved meeting KL-US again in Cambridge, should he make 
another trip. The place of the meeting was to be somewhere 
in the area of the Charles River. JOKL told me that it 
would be inadvisable to meet at the HElNSiAN home again 
and wc were only doing so this time because it was the 
only way I could meet KL-US without utilizing too lengthy a 
message or set of instructions. Y?hcn I mentioned the 
proposed meeting near the Charles River to KL-US, he told 
mo that such would be Impossible; that he was certain that 
it would be a very long time, possibly even a year, before 
he could again leave Los Alamos, and that the next meeting 
would have to take place in Santa Fe. Tic discussed "this 
matter at some length. I believe that KLAUS told me that i 
about April he would again have information for me, but 
I told him that I could not possibly get to Santa Fe in 
April. Wc finally set a date which was very early in Juoe, 
and wc also set the exact hour, which as I recall, was 
h:00 o’clock in the afternoon of the first Saturday in 
June. KL'.US showed me a map of Santa Fe, and indicated / 
on it the Castillo Street Bridge over the Rio Santa Fe. 

He also told me that he would make every effort to keep 
this appointment. 

"To the best of cy recollection, I recall that 
should this scheduled meeting on the first Saturday in 
June not take place, that there was provision made for an 
alternate meeting, most likely on the first Saturday in 
the following month, and at the same time and place. 
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KLAUS gave me a quite considerable packet of information, 
end by this time, I recall, Mrs* HEINELaAN had returned 
and one of the children peered curiously into the room. 

Mrs. HSINaiAN called the child back, though possibly it 
may have been the housekeeper who called the child back. 

In any event the child vras called away. There also 
occurred the following events: 

"As a Christmas present I gave KLAUS a wallet of the 
very thin dress or opera typo. Also, I had been given the 
sum of vl, 500.00 b v JOHN . with instructions to give to to 
KLAUS, but that I must proceed very delicately in thi3 
last matter 30 as not to offend him and that under no 
circumstance must I insist upon or make an issue of this 
matter. KLAUS did accept thS vallct, but looked somewhat 
bewildered, and when I made some very tentative inquiries 
concerning whether he needed any money either for himself > 
or possibly for his sister, the reply was so cold and 
final that I went no further with the matter. It was quite * 
obvious that by even mentioning this I had offended the 
man. I loft shortly thereafter, and returned to New York. 

There I turned over the information to ^JOHN_and also returned 
to him the $1,500.00, saying that I had made some tentative 
inquiry, but tha t KLAUS FUCHS had responded so violently 
that I deemed it inadvisable to pursue the subject further. 

I recall very wel.1 that on the occas5.on of my meeting 
KLAUS FUCHS at the KELMMAN's in Ca bridge, that there was 
a heavy snow on the ground. This transfer of the information 
from me to JOHN w as in New York City, but I do not believe it 
was in Manhattan, and I can not recall the exact borough. 

•'Just or - ’ or to my trip' to Santa Fe, and I am referring 
to the first trip, and in very late May of 1915, on a 
Saturday afternoon, I met JOHN. in a bar near h2rA Street and 
3rd A venue in Nevr York City. I believe it was actually the 
Southwest corner of U2nd Street at 3rd Avenue. J0HN_ verified 
the fact that I was going on the trip and we made arragnements 
for a meeting in New York on ay return from Santa Fe. The 
actual place of the meeting was to bo in Brooklyn. 

I left Philadelphia and went by train to Chicago, 
just about the end of May. From the Union Station in Chicago, 

I went to the Dearborn Station, and managed to obtain space 
(an upper) to Albuquerque, New Mexico. I would like to state 
here that I had been told bv -JOHN to use a very circuitous route 
which involved going around Albuquerque and into Arizona, 
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and then going from Arizona to El Paso, Texas, and then 

from El Paso to Santa Fe. However, I was extremely short \ 

of money, and had to watch what I had very carefully, - and 

such a trip was completely out of the question. Also, 

there was the matter of time; it was only with the greatest ^ 

difficulty and only at the last minute that I had been 

able to arrange to take part of ay vacation that early in 

the year. * recall that the train that I took did not go 

directly to Albuquerque, but stopped at Clovis, New Mexico; 

there we took a couch attached to a shunt engine, for a 

distance of some 25 to 30 miles into Albuquerque. ' I would 

also like to add that KLAUS had advised mo that getting off at 

Lany, New Mexico, some 1*0 miles from Albuquerque, that I 

could got direct transportation into Santa Fc, without 

first going to Albuquerque. This last I had doomed inadvisable, 

as I thought that tho only people going to Santa Fc would be > 

those connected with the atomic energy projett and they 

might wonder who this stranger was in thoir midst. Very 

likely, I deemed it certain that most of these people 

going from Lory to Santa Fe, would be in uniform. I 

arrived in Albuquerque in the very early afternoon, just 

shortly after 12s 00 o'clock, end inquired the wry to the 

bus station. I believe that cither KLAUS had told me 

that there was transportation by bus from Albuquerque to 

Santa Fc, or that I had obtained such information from 

one of the porters or conductors on the Santa Fc line. 

I took the bus to Santa Fe, end arrived there about 2i 30 
in the afternoon. I had considerable tine to spare 
until U:00, and to avoid drawing attention to myself , I V 
went as any ordinary tourist vrould, to the rather large 
historical museum located in Santa Fe. There I inquired 
about obtaining a map of Santa Fc, and they did give me one ,, 
which I believe to be identical with the one which KLAUS 
had shown me in Cambridge, Massachusetts. I wanted such a 
map because I did not wish to ask the way to tho Castillo y 
Street Bridge and have any one in Santa Fe remember such 
an occurrence. 1 located the Castillo Street Bridge on 
tho map, .and went there promptly at L:00 o'clock. KLAUS 
arrived there possibly two or three minutes late, during 
which two or three minutes I became extremely uneasy, as 
the axe a around the Castillo Street Bridge was extremely 
sparsely settled. He finally came along -“lamcda' Street, y 
a gravel road, and driving a dilapidated old car, a two 
soater. He parked the car and we went for a wall:, during _ 
which time the following events took place: 
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»K~LAtTS told me that he was getting along very well with 
his work in Los Alamos, and told me that he did not, however, 
believe, and that was a reiteration of his statement which 
he had made, several times before, once in Cambridge and 
at least once or twice in New York, that the atomic energy _• 
project would be completed in sufficient time for use 
in the war against the Japanese, 

"He also told me that everyone concerned with this 
work was working very had, practically day and night, and y 
that he himself put in an average of from 18 to 20 hours a 
day, We made arrangements for the next meeting, which 
KLLUS said should sometime in August, but I demurred, 
and we finally set it for the 19th of September 19k$* 

"I would like to state here that the date of the first 
meeting and the one that I am now discussing in Santa Fe, 
was on the first Saturday in June of 1 9k5* 

"The final* occurrence was that KL..US gave me a considerable 
packet of information. There should be added one more thing, 
and that is that ICLAUS »s insistence on a meeting in late 
August, 19k$, may have beer, due to the fact that he had 
mentioned that some important development was to take place 
during August, but he did not indicate what this development 
was, I left KLAUS and took the first bus from Santa Fc to 
Albuquerque. I had considerable difficulty that evening 
in trying to obtain a place to sleep, since I did not 
intend to leave Albuquerque until the following day, that 
is Sundry. I believe that in the course of searching for 
a hotel room, I registered at the Hilton with the under- 
standing that should a room become available they would 
save it for me. During the evening I made inquiry at 
practically every other hotel of any size in .'lbuquerque, 
including one that I recall, the San Francisco, Finally, 
about 12:00 o’clock at night, the Hilton advised me that 
there was such a long waiting list ahead of me that they 
were certain that no room would be available that nighty 
I thereupon wandered through Albuquerque and finally, 
upon asking a policeman, he directed me to a private home 
near the main street of Albuquerque, Central ..venue, 
which had been temporarily converted into a rooming house. 

The only space that these people had, and I with difficulty 
talked these people into letting me stay there, was, in the -- 


hallway on thr second floor of this homo, whore a make- 
shift screen was put up around a very rickety cot. I 
spent the night there, end late the following afternoon, 
about 6:00 o'clock, took the train from Albuquerque to 
Chicago, Here again I had been unable to make prior 
reservations, and only obtained my space in the early 
afternoon of Sunday. When I arrived in Chicago I 
inquired by telephone at the Airport Terminal and determined 
that the only space I could get was from Chicago to 
Washington. Sven so, that was cheaper then going by 
train from Chicago to New York or Philadelphia. Accordingly, 

I went by plane to Washington, and arrived there about 
1+t 30 or 5:00 in the* afternoon, and then took the Pennsylvania 
Railroad train from Washington to Now York. About 9: 00 
o'clock in the evening, and somewhere in the .area of 
Metropolitan Avenue in Brooklyn, and where Metropolitan 
Avenue approaches Queens, I me t JOHN and turned the 
information over to him, that is, the information I had 
received fro m KLAUS FUCKS. 

"My last meeting with K LA US FUCHS occurred as scheduled 
in Santa Fo on September 19T""E^5>. /-gain I had the usual 
difficulties in preparing for. this trip, first the matter 
of money, and I - did a considerable amount of borrowing X 
toward this end, some of it at the very last minute. 

Also there was the matter of obtaining time off, and 
again with great difficulty, I managed to accomplish this, ' 

I took the train from Philadelphia to Chicago, and stayed 
over in Chicago at the Palmer House. In the evening I 
checked out of the Palmer House and wont again to the 
Dearborn Station, whore I had earlier in the day obtained 
space to Albuquerque . I arrived in Albuquerque early in 
the week, possibly on a Tuesday or V.'cdnosdcy, and registered 
at the Hilton Hotel. I used the name "ILJdlY GOLD", the 
same which I had used at the Palmer House. From Albuquerque 
I went to Santa Fo, and very late in the afternoon, about 
6:00 o'clock, met KL..U3 FUCKS. This meeting was on the • 
outskirts of Santa Fc, and was near a large church. 

"For the first time in my association with FUCKS he was 
late for a meeting which occurred, and by late I mean that 
he was fully twenty or twenty five minutes tardy. He did come 
along driving from the outside of Santa Fo in ihe direction - 
of the city itself. Ho explained to me that he was very sorry 


about not being punctual* but that he had great difficulty, 
first in obtaining the use of the car, and secondly, in 
being able to get away from his friends with whom he worked 
at Los L lan os, Ho also explained to me that there were 
seme bottles of liquor in the bottom of the car which liquor * 
had been purchased by KLfUS and those friends, in preparation 
for a party which they were going to have back at Los . *lamos 
that very evening* The purpose of the party was to celebrate ^ 
the successful use of atomic energy in the form of a weapon. 
KL1TJS also told no, and this occurred while he was driving 
away from Santo Fc and up into the surrounding hill and 
desert country, that he himself was rather awestricken y 

by what had occurred, and that, frankly, he had not boon too 
certain that the project might not have been abandoned 
before it was completed, and that certainly he had 
grievously underestimated the industrial potential qf 
the United States in being able to complete such a gigantic 
undertaking. He was also greatly concerned by the terrible f 
destruction which the weapon had wrought. He told me that 
whereas, before, the townspt >plo in Santa Fe had regarded 

them, the people, of Los .'.lomos, as a sort of '’boondoggling" 
outfit engaged in work which th^y could not comprehend; that 
now they were hailed on all sides as conquering heroes, and 
the townspeople were now very friendly to them. He also 
told mo that the relationship between the British mission 
and the United States, which once had been extremely 
cordial and free, had now b-como somewhat strained, 

and that there was no longer the free exchange of information 
between the t\ra groups. He said that certain sections of 
the project at Los ..lanes, which had been freely opened to 
him now were barred. He further said that he nad no idea 
as to hovr long he would continue to be at Los — lamos. , but 
that he expected that sometime in the near future, possibly 
about December of 1 and possibly sometime early in 1?U6, 
that the British would have him return to England where he 
would again resume work on Atonic Energy, exclusively for 

then. He told me also that he had been notified by a 
member of the British intolligor.ee that they were trying to 
contact KLhUS's father in Kiel, Germany, though it may be 
likely that KL\US actually said they were trying to 
repatriate his father from Switzerland to Kiel. I believe ‘ 
that KLhUS said his father had for a time lived in Switzerland 
during the war, taking care of one of his grandchildren who 
had been orphaned by the death of its parents in a Gorman 
concentration camp. In any case, KL..J3 was concerned because 
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he told me that his father was very old, and was given 
to talking rather freely about his son's past, meaning /y. \ 

KL.*US's activities in the Communist Party in Germany VF/f} 
in the years 1932 and 1933. KL'.US told me that as far as M 
he knew the British had no inkling about his past as it \ 
related to his Communist activities, and ho was anxious 
that this continue so. Kc told mo that the British 
intelligence men had also mentioned that it might be 
possible to bring KL'.US «s father to England, and again 
KL.US was concerned, lest his father inadvertently let 
drop some hint as to KL'.US 1 s past f Ho was also very 
much concerned about the welfare of the old man, and X 
was in somewhat of a dilemma, I could net give him 
very much advice, except to tell him to proceed as he 
thought best, and that possibly he was greatly over- 
estimating the extent to which the old man would talk 
and also the extent tc which tho Eritish night be 
interested in KL'.US* s past. I could see that KL.US was 
also very much concerned about the welfare and health of 
his father. 

"The following arrangement was made vri t.h KLAUS FUCHS 
for meeting him again should he be transferred to Great 
Britian: starting with tho first Saturday in a given month, 
which month was to be determined from inquiry at KL.US* a 
sister's and tho meeting was to tales place in England as 
soon as it could be arranged for someone to meet KL'.US 
there. To amplify, neither of us had any idea as to how 
soon we could determine from KL'.US ‘s sister when ho would 
actually leave, or had left f r Britain. So that a month 
after KL.US 's arrival in England, and on the first Saturday, 
these meetings were to begin. The time was to bo 8:00 P.M., 
and the place was in London at a. tubo express step which 
contained the word "Crescent", and may. have been something 
like "Paddington", or "Teddington", Crescent. The meeting 
was to be above tho tube on the street, and the recognition 
signal was to be the following: 

"In one hand the person mooting KL'.US vrould have five y 
books bound together by a tight string. Those books were 
to be carried by a couple of fingers hooked under the 
■ string. In the other hand the person was to have a book 
containing the outside jacket of B ilNSTT CERF's book, 
popular at that time, and which contained a largo collection 
of anecdotes. The book jacket had, I believe, a yellow and 
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green design on it, I can not recall what KL'.US was to 
have used for a recognition signal, beyond the fact 
that the person meeting him would have a complete 
physical description of KL'.US FUCHS, The other point 
about this meeting with KL'.US FUCHS was that he mentic 
he had attended the first explosion of the bomb at Alamogordo, 
New Mexico, and he also mentioned to me that the people back 
at Lob Alamos told, him of having seen the flash even though 
it was raining and the sky was overcast. There was also 
provided for the contingency should KL'.US bo in Cambridge 
later that year. Ho said that he hoped in any caso to be 
able to again spend the time around Christmas with the 
KEINEMAN family in Cambridge, and that the best way of 
ascertaining his \Thoreabouts was to make an inquiry shortly 
before that time. This meeting took place as I have said 
in the hills surrounding Santa Fc and was a fair distance * v 
away, because below us I could barely sec the lights of 
Santa Fc in the distance, KL'.US drove me into Santa Fe 
and just on the outskirts of the central area of the town. 

The last event t*hat transpired before KL'.US dropped me 
off in Santa Fc, on the outskirts of the central, area of 
the town, was that KL'.US gave me the packet of information 
relating to atonic energy. This was in accordance with )( 
our procedure, whereby no information was to bo passed 
until such time that wo wore ready to part, /if tor a 
period of anxious waiting, about an hour and a half, I 
finally obtained a bus going back to Albuquerque, 

"I spent part of the night in a room at the Hilton Hotel, 
and very early in the morning, possibly 2:30 A.M., I was 
informed by the airlines that there was space for me as far 
as Kansas City, I was picked up by the Airline’s limousine, 
and went to the Albuquerque Airport and from there by plane 
to Kansas City. At Kansas City I was forced tc leave, and 
from there I took a day coach to Chicago, arriving late in 
the evening. I just managed to catch a train leaving 
La Salle Street Station and going to How York, X rode part 
of the way until the raomirg in the day coach, and the 
rest of the way in a Pullman space • 

n I went directly .from New York home to Philadelphia, 
and carried on ny person the information which KL'.US had 
given me, for the. next few days, Actually there was one 
meeting with JOHN which did not occur simply because I 
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was far too rushed for time to kdep such a meeting. It 
was all that I could do to accomplish this trip to Santa 
Fo and back, I did meet jJOK ff sane days later after ny 
rotum to Philadelphia, and the place was in Quoens, Now 
York, and was somewhere between Jackson Heights and 
Flushing, and also somewhere in the neighborhood of the 
elevated lino that runs through Flushing. There I 
transferred tho information which KLAUS fUCKS had given 
me to JOKN^ Since this last meeting that I had with 
KL'.US FUCHS, in September of 1 9k5 t * have never seen nor 
hoard from him again. 


"I would like *to set out the conversations I had with 
KL'.US FUCHS, concerning his work for the Manhattan Engineer 
Project. 

"On one occasion, and I believe this to be on the 
occasion of our fourth meeting, that is, the one where we had 
dinner at Rosenhein's Restaurant, KL'.US - told me that the 
atomic energy project was being pursued, or was going to bo 
pursued on a very large scale as regards the separation 
of the necessary isotope- of uranium, somewhere in the 
Southeastern United States, and he thought possibly that 
the location would be in Georgia or possibly even 
Alabama. Also on the occasion of our lest meeting in New 
York, this was the seventh meeting and occurred during a 
walk in Central Park, KL'.US told mo that the place where 
he expected to be transferred was somewhere in the Southwest, 
and he thought most likely in Mexico, not New Mexico, 

Further, on tho occasion of this meeting in Central Paj;k, 

KL'.US told me that the Danish Nobel prize winner, NILS4B0HR, 
was at present in this country under tho name NICIDL.SjfeAKER. 
KL’.US said that obviously the pseudonym NICHOLS B.1CER" 
was being used because too many people might recall that . 

NILS BOHRj was the discoverer of the commonly accepted BOHR 
Theory of^Atomic Structure, and might relate this fact to 
the circurastanco that some activity regarding atomic 
energy was going on in the United States, I am certain that 
I turned tho information concerning the separation of the 
isotopes of uranium by gaseous diffusion in the Southeast 
United States over to JOHN , as well as the fact that 
KL.US was duo to be transferred to the Southwestern part 
of the country, probably Mexico, and also the information 
that N ILS.. BOHR was in this country under the name NICHO LAS . 
LAKER . — — 
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"I would like to add that KL‘.U3 knew of only two 
mothods for the separation of the Seotfpse from uranium, 
that is methods as were being pursued here in the 
United States, and that these methods were. (1) The g 
diffusion process, (2) The electromagnetic separati 
method, 

n I recall that this last information concerning the 
methods for the separation of isotopes was given to me 
on the occasion of our second meeting, when we were 
walking along 1st Avenue in Manhattan. I also recall 
that at that time I had mentioned to KLAUS the possibility > 
of the use of thcrmgl diffusion as a means of separating 
isotopes, but that KLAUS had brushed this aside, 

"On any occasion when KLAUS gave me verbal information, 
either separate from, or which ho wanted to go along with 
written information, I made good mental notes of such 
data end at the first opportunity I put this material in 
writing, and later handed it ov-r to JfiHlL. The verbal 
information which KLAUS gave mo was such as the fact 
concerning N ILS BQKRJ bc ing in the country under the name 
NICHOLAS BAICKt the information concerning the location 
"oT the atomic energy project on a large scale, involving 
gaseous diffusion in the Southeastern United States; and 
the.- information concerning the fact of the location 
of a large scale experimental stc.tion in the Southwestern 
part of the country, possibly even Mexico, which data I later 
reduced in writing and turned over to JOHN, 

"I rocall that on the occasion of the sixth meeting 
with KLAUS, near Bcro Kali in Brooklyn, that JOHN, had given 
me several typewritten pieces of paper about throe by 
nine inches, of irregular size, which had contained a 
number of questions relating to atonic energy. The 
phraseology of these questions was extremely poor, and I 
had great difficulty in making any sense out of them. 

For example, in place of the word "installation" the \ 

word "factory" was used; in plicc of the word "techniques 
or methods" the words "How to make out" were used, 

"I believe that the original message was probably 
more accurately phrased, but that either in coding or 
in translating, or possibly both, the person who had done' 
such probably had no technical background whatever, _ '• 4 
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possibly being on the level of a dork, and as such, « 
tho message had become badly jumbled. I did make vrhs&sOfyplr\ 
sense I could out of the message, and on this occasion 
of this meeting in Brooklyn, began to tell KL/dS about 
what further information was desired. I did not 
get very far along this course because KL'.US seemed to 
take offense at being instructed and said very briefly 
that he had already covered all of such matters very 
thoroughly, and would continue to do 30 . 


“I further believe that on the occasion of our first 
meeting in Santa Fc, New Mexico, early in June, 19b$, KL'.US 
told me that among tho data he had given me was a sketch 
of tho atomic bomb itself. I did not, however, inspect 
this material, so I* can not say whether there was any such, 
but I do recall clearly FUCHS' statement to that effect. 1 


"I would like to add that throughout our entire 
meetings, tho relationship between KL'.US FUCHS . and me was 
that of two firm friends. Further, on the occasion of 
the last meeting- in Santa Pe # 'KIAtJS expressed 1 the’ hope -that 
sometime in the near future we night be able to moot openly 
as friends.

HARRY GOLD said that he opened this account at the Real Estate 
Trust Company on September 11, 19M* with a check in the amount of $103.50. This 
check, he said, he had received for doing legitimate work for the firm Otto Seibert. 

The next deposit, consisting of $20.00, according to GOLD was un- 
doubtedly received for legitimate work but was deposited in this account in order 
to defray his travel expenses connected with his espionage activities. 

Relative to the check for $150.00, deposited on October 28, 19Mi, 

GOLD said that this represented his one-half share in a fee of $300.00 which 
ABRAKAUjpOTHMAN had paid to GOLD and MORRELL E. DOUGHERTY for legitimate work 
which tn^jr had done. ' 

The cash deposit of $300.00 on December k» 19U; represented money 
which YAKOVLEV had given GOLD in connection with his expenses in espionage. 

The $500.00 deposit of February 9, 19U5 represented a loan which 
GOLD had made from his employer, the Pennsylvania Sugar Company. This loan was V' 
made in anticipation of GOLD'S trip to Santa Fe, Mew Mexico to meet FUCHS the 
following June. - . ~ 
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GOLD said he did not knew the exact origin of the Smey which made 
up the cash deposit of $16.00 0 n February 16, 191+5- However, he stated that inas- 
much as it was deposited in his account at the Real Estate Trust Company, he would 
have used it for his needs in espionage. 

The next entry, which was a cash deposit of $+06.00 made on 
February 21+, 191+5, represented money which YAKOVLEV had given HARRY GOLD. 

GOLD said this money had been given him in order to defray his travel expenses 
between Philadelphia and New York and also in anticipation of GOLD'S trip to 
Santa Fe, New Mexico in June.

In connection with the loans that HARRY GOLD made at the Corn 
Exchange National Bank and Trust CofSpany, he explained them as follows* 

Ke said that for several years he received no money whatsoever from 
the Soviets for his travel in connection with his ospionage activities. As a 
result of this, it was necessary for GOLD to make these various loans in order to 
defray his expenses. 

The first loan which was made on January 10, 1938 for $216.00, 
according to GOLD, was made in connection Math his trips back and forth to Hew 
York to see his pt. ^ no-ionap -p superior X fRED. " GOLD has not been able to 
identify "FRED" at this time. __ 


The next two loans, one for $216.00 na»(4e on July 11, 19l*0, and one 
for $165.00 made on April 29, 191*2, were in connection with the expenses which he 
had incurred by going to see his Soviet g spi onagn .^iperior \SAli 11 , in New York City. 
"SAM" has been identified by HARRY GOLD as SEEJEH MABEMENGv A Part of these loans 
were also used, according to GOLD, in connection wi® expenses incurrad,-by him in 
traveling to Rochester, New York, to meet a contact of his ALFTJJD DEAIMSLACK. 

The next loan which was made on February 17 > 19hh r in the amount of 
$102.00, was in connection with GOLD'S trips to New York City and to Kingsport, 
Tennessee, where he met "SAif 1 and ALFREBlBLACK respectively. 

All subsequent loans were made in order to defray his normal living 
expenses and were also made because of the fact that ABRAHAM EROTHMAN was not 
paying GOLD any salary during the period that GOLD worked for him. 


III. AWARD GIVEN TO GOLD BY RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT ■' — 

HARRY GOLD on July 19, 1950 advised SAs T. SCOTT MILLER, JR. and 
RICHARD E. BRENNAN that at a meeting with his Russian espionage superior "SAM" 
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sometime in November of 19k 3 GOLD was told that there would be no business con- 
ducted that evening, told GOLD that they were going to celebrate. 

GOLD said that he and "SAIF 1 _w ent to a bar in the Park Central Hotel 
in New York City. While GOLD and "SAM 1 ! were seated at a table informed ' 

GOLD that the latter had been awarded the Order of the Red Star for his outstanding 
work in behalf of the Soviets. GOLD said that _ "SAM 11 showed him the written order \ 
making this award. He said that he recalled one of the privileges attached to this 
award was free trolley rides in the City of Moscow. He also said that "SAif 11 did 
not give him the order nor the medal. GOLD said that 11 SAM 11 told him that for very 
obvious security reasons he could not give him the award! 


HARRY GOLD stated that shortly after he received the ‘information 
that he was eligible for the award of the Order of the Red Star and possibly 
during the same month, November 19k3, he told-ABBAM gROTHMAM that he had re- 
ceived ihe Order of the Red Star. 

| He also said that during the same month he also told THOMAS L. 

[BLACK of having received this award. * — 


In connection with this award, GOLD said A BRAHAM BROTILIAi: told some 
of his fellow associates that he, ER0THL1AK , had received an award from the Soviets 
for legitimate work that BROTHMAN had done for the Soviets. Among these fellow 


employees whp were told by ] 
r AGO, JULES&ORCIILIN, MIRIAM

tAH had received an award were OSC AR 
’\ANSKELL. 


Some time during 19l*6 GOLD said that he and FAMSHELL were at 
A BRAHAM BROTHMA&l s place in Peekskill, New York. They were finishing up some 
work on a vitamin process which EROTHMAH hoped to sell to the Soviet Union. 
GOLD said tliat FANSKELL told him during this week, "After all, we must stand 
a pretty good chance of getting the contract since the Soviets must know about 
ABE since they gave him an award." GOLD recalls that FAN5HELL again mentioned 
the story about BROTHMAN receiving an award and, according to his recollection 
placed this at sometime while BROTHHAN was in Switzerland in 191*6. GOLD said 
that he and PHILIP LEVINE, a fellow enployeo at BROTHMAN’ s, went to FANSHELL’s 
house. At this time FANSKELL asked GOLD if it were true that BROTHMAN had 
received an award. GOLD said that he laughed and intimated that he knew for a 
fact that the story was false. 


Shortly after the time GOLD left BROTHMAN >s employ in New York, GOLD 
and PHILIP LEVINE^ left the building together. At tills time LEVINE asked GOLD if 
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it were true that BROTHMAN received an award from tiie Soviet Union. GOLD said that 
he was so incensed at ABRAHAii HROTHHAN that he unthinkingly said to LEVINE that it 
was he, GOLD, who had "received the award and not BROTHMAN. 

On either the first or second Friday of December 19li9, GOID went 
to New York City to the Chemical Show and while there visited OSCAR VAOO at the 
latter »s home. Most of the conversation between the two men consisted of their 
respective gripes against ERCTKHAN. During this conversation VAGO asked GOLD 
whether BROTHMAN actually had received an award from the Soviet Union. GOLD said 
that he laughed at this and when VAGO wanted to knov/ why, GOLD said that sometime 
the true story would come out. However, GOLD stated that he did not- tell VAGO 
that it was he who had received the award. 


IV. PROSECUTIVE ACTION 

On July 20, 1950, HARRY GOLD appeared before United States District 
Judge JAMES P. Mc&L'JIESI for arraignment. At this time HARRY GOLD entered a plea 
of guilty to the indictment. Federal Judge JAMES P. McGR.'J!ERY held in abeyance 
the sentencing of HARRY GOLD pending a pre-sentcnce investigation to be conducted 
by the Federal Probation Office. No date was set for the sentencing of HARRY GOLD.

On July 11, 1950, photographs of ALEXANDER KOULAKOV, MAJOR SOKOLOV, 
NIKOLAI ZHEIVEINOV and HAZEN SI3E were shown to KAitRY GOLD by SAs T. SCOTT MILLER, 
JR. and RICHARD E. BRENNAN. GOLD advised he had never seen any of these individuals 



known to him. ^>7 

In accordance with the instructions set out in New Orleans letter 
dated June 28, 1950, GOLD on July 12, 1950 was asked whether or not he had ever 
been in Switzerland as well as his whereabouts in July of 19h7. GOLD said he had 
never been in Switzerland and that there were probably numerous laboratory reports 
or other data at the Brothman Company in New York which would show his presence 
there on any pertinent date. 


On July 17, 1950, HARRY GOLD was shown the photographs and movie 
film that were listed in New York letter dated July 13, 1950 captioned "UNKNOWN 
RUSSIAN #1, NEW YORK, HARRY GOLD - INFORMANT, ESPIONAGE - ft." No identifications 
of any of these individuals were made by HARRY GOLD.
